Sufficient meal tickets had already 
been supplied the local board togeth 
er with transportation requests. 
In their honor, a special .entertain 
ment has been planned for the select 
ed men at the Y. M. C. A. this even 
ing. 
Beginning with a large* banquet 
the entertainment of the men will lie 
provided for throughout the evening 
by a sliort program of talks, music 
and a basketball game.
